The State Board. which had been investigating the 
case for the past several weeks. completed its initial work 
last week. As a result of the “full-scale investigation,” the 
boatd-ordered Richard A. Cowling of Cowling Funeral Home, 
to appear for a formal_heating in Columbus at its next 
meeting, April 16. a board's spokesman told The CALL & 
POST Tuesday. - ,

The case was brought to the attention of the board 
earlier this year by stories in The CALL & POST concerning 
the burial of 63 year old Eugené Graves without embalming 
his body. Graves had cied in an Oberlin Nursing home and 
was buried before his family learned of his death. 

f Upon learning of his death, a daughter. Mrs. Mildred 
Whitmore of Cleveland. with the intention of having the body 


in the wooden coffin. 


The nursing home proprietor said she released the body to 
Cowling, a white funeral director who is said to bury about 
40 per cent of blacks in Oberlin, after she was unable to 
reach Graves’ family by phone.

The Pepsi-Cola Bottling Co. of Columbus, was the 
target of a series of blistering discrimination complaints this 
week in the wake of the wholesale firing of six black route 
salesmen on March 1. . . 

The Organization for Black Unity, spearheading the com-

Nelson further charged that the library administration is 
using criteria. untair to the Black Studies Library in deciding 


which libraries will close, That criteria. he said; concerns 
how many students actually use a particular library 
This is unfair, he said, because the Black Studies Library 
is new and not established like other libraries on campus. As 
the collections grow, so will student interest, he said 
Blacks on campus have only one-room - the Black Studies 
Library - to find data on their heritage:,unlike white students 
who have the entire library system at their disposal 


Firm promise 


The Black Studies Library, in room 316 of the Main 
Library, has been in operation since Autumn Quarter 1971 
and was dedicated with firm promises by the University to 
promote Black Studies and recruit black students. Nelson

Roy Wilkins, executive 
director of the NAACP, defen- 
ded the decision saying:

Syphilis Study Victims 


Not Told Of Experiment 


WASHINGTON — (NBNS) -— 
The black men who partici- 
pated in the “Tuskegee 


Study'’ decades ago probably 
didn’t know they were par- 
ticipants in an experiment or 
understand what the project 
was all about. 

That was one of the first 
conclusions given by doctors 
testifying on ‘opening day of 
hearings on the Tuskegee 
Study, which started in 1932 
as an experiment sponsored 
by the Public Health Service 
of the. U.S. Department of 
Health, Education and 
Welfare. 

Doctors . testifying at the 
first open —session~ of-the 
government panel which has 
been_appointed_to_look into 
the government's role in the 
project, said there is no 
evidence that the men in the 
deadly experiment ever gave 
their informed consent to 
take part in the syphilis study. 


were not’to be treated. He 
said a nurse assigned to him 
Pointed the men out to him so 
he wouldn't treat them. 
“There were some people 
who wanted treatment and 
were told if they took it they 
would be out of the study,” 
he told them. "They knew 
they would lose the cash and 
free burial which had been

More than 430. men, all _ 


from poor, rural Macon 
County, were .never given 
treatment for syphilis so that 
Public Health doctors could 
study the damage untreated 
syphilis did to the human 
body. 

As many as 107 men may 
have died as a direct result of 
never being treated for the 
disease, And some of the 
doctors contended that they 
believed the participants had 
been subjected to undue 
coercion to cooperate. 

Or. J.W. Williams, a black 
who was an intern-on- the ex- 
periment in 1932-33, said that 
he helped take blood tests of 
the men who came to the 
clinics set up by the Public 


Health Service. 
“In the early clinics,” the 
Tuskegee doctor said, 


“nobody was told about the 
active condition’ of his 
serology. In some cases 
maybe a person vas told he 
had bad blood and he knew 
ihat was a social stigma, but 
the didn't know what the con- 
sequences could be."

James; who is now with the 
Social Security Ad- 
ministration, was involved in 
the project in the late 1930s 
and. the early 1940s, _.

Fund Cut Target Of Bill 


A resolution urging Congress. to 
restore anti-poverty funds cut from the 
budget by President Nixon was one of 
several measures of vital interest to 
Black citizens introduced in the Ohio 
Legislature, as it wound up the second 
month of the 110th session last Thur- 


Sen. William F, Bowen (D-Cincinnati) 


introduced the anti-poverty proposal to 
petition the U.S. Congress to overrule 
the President's effort to end the anti- 
poverty war by drying up the funds 
which provided ammunition for it s bat- 
tlers, The measure, SJR 14, was 
referred to the Rules Committee where 
its chances of reaching the Senate 
floor for a vote are extremely doubtful. 

In another Senate action, Bowen 
presented-a measure calling for the 
teaching of Black History in public 
schools: This bill, SB 105, was assigned 
to the Education and Health Committee 
for a hearing. 

Bowen, of course, without malice or 
forethought, gave Up his seat on the 
powerful Senate. Judiciary ‘Committee 
for a spot on the education panel to 
which” his Black History bill was 
assigned. To negotiate this most 
unusual transaction, he swapped seats 
with Sen. Donald Woodland (D- 
Columbus). a freshman in the august 
body. s 

Although Bowen is not known as 
either a -miser or a spend-thrift, he ob- 
viously has a dislike for public places 
with all-pay toilet accommodations, He 
reflected this sentiment last week in a 
bill which would. require free toilet 
facilities in the same location of pay 
toilet facilities, 

The Senate also received a bill 
calling for the designation of Jan. 15 
each year as a legal holiday in ob- 
servance of the birthday of Dr, Martin 
Luther King Jr. Sen. Oliver Ocasek (D- 
Summit County) included the King 
holiday provision in a bill which also 
called for pay raises for state em- 
ployees and the establishment of an an-

nual cost of living adjustment, along 
with the approval of fringe benefits. 

On the House side, Rep. Casey Jones 
(D-Toledo) presented a measure also 
relating to Black History. His proposal, 
however, would require that history_of 
“minority groups” be taught in public 
schools, Jones, in drafting nis_bill,ap- 
parently felt that it would be more ac- 
ceptable to his colleagues by including 
all “minority groups” instead of just 
blacks. 

If a bill introduced in the House by 
Rep. John Thompson (D-Cleveland) 
should become law, convicted drug 

_pushers..would be_prison_bound._His. 
proposal, HB 354, provides that 
probation be denied all convicted drag ~ 
pushers. 

Several months ago, this column 
suggested that black Ohioans should 
get. together and honor an Ohio 
Congressman for his: outstanding sup- 
port of civil rights legislation in the U.S. 
Congress. This week it is indeed a 
great pleasure to report-that the-Ohio 
NAACP is planning to implement this 
suggestion. 

Former Rep. William McCulloch, 
Piqua Republican, is to be honored at 
an appreciation reception in Columbus 
at the Sheraton Hotel on Saturday, 
June 6. Harold Strickland, Field 
Secretary of the Ohio. NAACP, said 
William’ ©. Walker and J. Maynard 
Dickerson have tentatively accepted 
the co-chairmanship- of the affair. 
Clarence Mitchell, NAACP lobbyist who 
credited McCulloch with opening the 
way for passage of civil rights 
legislation, will be among the speakers, 
Strickland said: 

McCulloch, as 
Republican member of the House 
Judiciary Committee, uséd vhis in- 
fluence to clear the path for -all-im- 
portant civil rights bill to reach the floor 
of Congress during the past 10 years. 
He did not seek reelection to his Fourth 
District seat last year.

| was talking. the other night with 
some people about Negro eating 
places. The subject matter interested 
me and, long after the conversation,.| 
kept cogitating over the matter. 

For years, Negroes were known as 
good cooks. Negro waiters were tops in 
thelr trade, Therefore, trom: time im- 
memorial, we have been associated 
with foods and {60d service, Especially 
in the South, Negro cooking dominated 
the homes and restaurants. 

« -Out of these skills, many Negro 
owned-restaurants were born. Southern 
cooking became the standard of ex- 
cellence long before ‘Soul Food" 
became a cliche, Many southern white 
women have gqapitalized on -the 


cullihary~"kriowledge of the cooks and * 


published cook books and prize win- 
ning recipes as their own. 

So, the one thing we were supposed 
to possess, was the knowledge of 
cooking good foods and serving it to a 
diners -delight, 

The years of racial segregation 
produced some good Negro-owned 
restaurants. In latter years, "Soul Food® 

-has become the accepted name for this 
good cooking. The genuine could only 
be had in a Negro cafe. 

The many years that | have traveled 
around this nation, have given me the 
Opportunity to dine in many noted 
eating places. People remember cities 
by the excellence of the food they en- 
joyed there. 

If all the reports we get today are to 
be relied upon, the Negro restaurant, 
home of soul food, is seriously 
threatened with extinction. 

My conferees complained that, in 
Cleveland, it is almost impossible .to 
find a good, Negro-owned place in 
Which to eat. That is, a place that has 
good food, is clean, has good service 
and, is reasonable in price. 

The survival of the Negro restaurant 

is a serious matter. For, if they become 
extinct, Negro cooking will also 
become extinct. 
‘Other racia) groups have clung 
tenaciously totheir ractat-toods:-The 
Italians, especially, have—.exploited 
theirs, The Chinese restaurant is a 
landmark -in—almost every-city.-!f you 
look in the classified section of the 
telephone book, you will see eating 
places of many nationalities advertised; 
featuring their_own native foods. 

Many restaurants feature-on their 
menus, racial foods, i.e: Italian 
spaghetti, Hungarian goulash; German 
dishes, French foods, etc. But on no 
menu do you*find any Negro or soul 
food specialty. 

We are the only racial group that ear- 
ned an international reputation for 
cooking good food, that has failed to 
capitalize on it. The Negro restaurant 
that used to be the purveyer of our best 
Ccullinary production, is vanishing fast. 

In any city now, if you have guests or

“For too long, white America has 
sought to buy offithe Negro - and to 
buy off its own sense of guilt - with ever

Whites who have had their appetites 
whetted by descriptions. of the ex- 
cellence of soul food, can't find any 
place where they can go and enjoy it, 
We-do not manulacture any foods for 
the retail trade. There were one or two 
attempts to market barbecue sauce and 
some other related foods, but they 
failed. 

The growth. of the fast food business 
of course, has affected some of our 
restaurants. Angrowing number of these 
are now getting into Negro ownership. 
Their fixed, limited menus with finger 
eating, is no substitute for real 
restaurant. service. Only restaurants 
give cooks the opportunity to

Getting it in the neck, however, will 
be such programs as Model Cities 
projects, urban renewal, the Office of 
Economic Opportunity; a cut in job 
training programs, and thé 18-month 
moratorium on all housing subsidies 
and_public housing construction, 

The President obviously expects the 
states and cities to continue such 
programs, if they feel them either useful 
or politically beneficial, out of the $30.2 
billion earmarked as revenue-sharing 
over the next five years. 

Naturally local governments are 
howling bloody murder, for the 
politicians expected to have this 
revenue-shating bonus on top of the in- 
tlow of federal funds for the traditional 
welfare-economic development grants. 

One thing is certain, under this ad- 
ministration, all hopes of a “guaranteed 
annual income" for those beneath the 
Poverty level, has flown out of the win- 
dow. It is going to be increasingly dif- 
ficult in the months ahead for an able 
bodied citizen, black or white, to find 
shelter on the weltare rolls. 

He can only hope that the economy 
will surge, thus providing the needed 
jobs to get people off the relief rolls 
into jobs, and out of low-paying jobs 
into better ones.

But once gone, no new experimental 
programs were placed under the OEO 
umbrella. And regular attempts to un- 
dermine programs like Legal Services 
to the poor and cemmunity action 
programs were made. The Ad- 
ministration announced It will totally 
dismantle.

Although more whites than blacks 
benefitted from its programs, OEO's 
guiding concept of ‘maximum feasible 
participation”’- marked -the © first. time 
black people have become directly in- 
volved in participatory democracy in 
great numbers. For the first time black 
people who were poor sat on decision- 
making boards and took part in making 
decisions on policy and delivery of Ser- 
vices by a government agency. 

And such participation also marked 
the first time white businessmen, who 
also sat on CAP boards and boards of 
other OEO programs, dealt with black 
people as peers. Many bankers and 
Chamber of Commerce leaders had the

and of seeing for themselves what a 
huge, previously untapped pool of

inexperienced anti-poverty programs 
compare favorably with many ventures 
in private industry and are proven to be 
far ahead of many big corporations who 
exist only because of government sub- 
sidies costing far more than the small 
outlay for OEO. 

One of the myths propounded recen- 
tly is that OEO hasn't helped the poor 
but that.it has given jobs to middle- 
class blacks. That statement is wrong 
because most higher-level employees. 
of the agency are white; because half 
of the people hired by CAP agencies 
were poor when they were hired and 
even now average only $5,200 a year, 
and because black professionals have 
a$ good a claim to government jobs as 
have whites, especially in programs 
that bring servites to the black com- 
munity: This myth has been used to 
provide a ratidnale for ending OEO and 
for driving a wedge into'the black com- 
munity, 

The end of OEO will mean more than 
the loss of some programs and the 
redistribution of others. It will mean that 
‘the Only ThstitUtonalized Voice of poor 
people will have been abolished. And it 
will stand as a symbol of the federal 
government's indifference to minorities 
and to poor people.

A Job For Churches 


Now that many OEO programs are 
being dismantled, the —black_.com- 
munities should begin to develop alter- 
native programs of their own. Many of 
the services, particularly:neighborhood 
operations, can be transferred to black 
churches or other black institutions. 
Now, the neighborhood programs, if 
operated by black churches or ather in- 
stitutions, may not be on the same 
scale as OEO programs. but they can 
be minimal operations to salvage a 
complete loss of the necessary services 
they have proved ‘to be needed.

DEAR EDITOR: 

Just a note to call your attention to 
President Nixon's 1973-74 budget 
which proposes to end all federal aid to

YOUR CREDIT 


WHAT ARE THE DIFFERENT KINDS 
OF CREDIT? 

Part Il: REVOLVING CREDIT. 

There are a number of terms applied 
in_connection with this type of credit. 
Sometimes the terms “flexible fimit,” 
“chart plan” and “option” are used” 

With this type of credit the consumer 
usually may continually make pur- 
chases up to an amount agreed upon 
and monthly payments are made either 
according to a percentage of the 
balance, or the amount may be fixed, or 
the amdunt of payment may be de- 
termined by reference to a chart which 
‘tells how much the payment is if the 
balance falls between certain bracketed 
figures. 

There is usually an 18 percent charge 
per year for credit on this plan but if the 
entire balance is paid within the 
prescribed number of.days there may 

‘no service charge and the account 

be used like a charge account- 
hence the term “option,” which is ap- 
plied sometimes.

Pioneers In Euclid Beach 


Fight’ Won Cash Judgement 


Justice triumphed two years after the 
infamous Euclid Beach case in which a 
patrolman was shot and numerous per. 
sons injured while ‘attempting to use 
public facilities. 

In an action in Common Pleas Court, 
four plaintiffs, all represented by Atty. 
Chéster"H. Gillespie and John Pegg, 
made “out of court” settlement with the 
Humphries Company, operators of the 
beach. Amount of the settlements were 


not made public but Atty. Gillespie said 
that the amount was “very substantial.” - 

The four who received :judgements; 
based on violations of the Ohio Civil 
Rights Law were: 

Mrs. Geneva Peters, Herman Burrell, 
Miss Jessie Lee Coleman, and Mrs. 
Pauline Coleman, wife of Patrolman 
Lynn Coleman, who was shot during a . 
disturbance at the park August 23, 
1948.

What is needed is an entirely 
new pattern of rest. 

This pattern can start with going to 


bed éarller and" rising“ater> Doing-this.. 


is not laziness, but a sensible reaction 
to a natural demand by the body. 

The pregnant woman requires, in ad- 
dition, at least two periods of daytime 
rest. Thirty to.45 minutes in the marning 
and twice as much in the afternoon is 
often advised. 

Daytime rest is not a time for tele- 
phoning or watching television. It is 
best-it the mother does. not even reat. 
For it is more’than physical activity that 
causes tiredness. A pregnant woman's 
nervous system is more sensitive 
Sounds and smells may seem stronger 
to her. Small annoyances may upset 
and anger her. Expectant mothers need 
emotional as well as physical rest 

These rest periods should be regular 
and free from interruptions. Times 
should be chosen when other children 
are outside at play or in school. If 
necessary, a friend or a baby sitter 
should take the youngsters. 

Bed rest is not necessary; a com- 


fortable chair will do, But the feet. 


should be up and clothing-loosened. It 
isn't necessanito sleep. in fact, though 
she feels tired, the expectant mother of- 
ten had trouble sleeping during the first 
and fast three months of pregnancy 
Sleep during the day will make any 
_problem of night sleeping worse.

diet and planning may avoid it entirely 
The* mother should eat the evening 
meal fairly early, take no coffee or tea 
or spicy, hard-to-digest foods in the 
evening, go easy on fluids after 4 p.m 
and perhaps have a light snack before 
bedtime. 

While some insomnia and some ex- 
cessive sleepiness generally are. nor- 
mal, they shouldn't be accepted withouf 
question. Fatigue and sleepiness can 
be a warning of anefnia. Feeling sleepy 
may be a sign of poor nutrition of a 
symptom of a low grade infection. Let 
the doctor decide what the cause is

that make her overtifed. She avoids 
staying too long in oné position, as 
during a long movie.

Richardson forwarded to 
Congress today a new report 
on the health consequences 
of. smoking which extends 
findings of earlier reports 
identifying cigarette smoking 
as_a major health problem in 
the United States. 

The 1973 report the 
seventh in a series issued by 
the _Department reviews. 
and assesses scientific 
evidence relating cigarette 
smoking to lung cancer, 
cardiovascular. disease —and 
other diseases. 

For the first time in this 
series a separate chapter is 
devoted to pipe and cigar 
smoking and the health 
} hazards involved. The health 
hazards associated with pipe 
and cigar smoking are 
substantially lower than those 
associated with . cigarette 
smoking. However, assessing 
the health implications of the 
new small cigars which look 
like cigarettes, the report

Matthew E—. Mason,

for MNTtC ‘served as 
moderator. Mason was 
critical of the many minority 
contractors who didn't.attend 
the seminar. He said more 
than 150 minority contractors 
were invited. Fewer than 30 
attended the seminar 

Noticeably absent, also, 
were prominent persons 
listed on the guest speaker 
list. Mason said his office was 
unable to get the Mayor or a 
representative from the 
Mayor's office to participate 
“in the seminar. . 

Although the list of topics 
at the seminar was. lengthy, 
Paramount with all of the 
speakers and questions from 
the audience was the future 
of minority contractors, now 
that most domestic programs 
funded by the federal govern- 
ment are being terminated or 
receiving reduced funding. 

Guest speaker, George 
Wolfe, administrative 
assistant» to» Congressman 
Samuel’ Devine, could offer 
the audience nothing to hope 
for in the future that would 
make the future’ of minority 
=comtractors brighter. 

Wolfe said, “Through 
revenue sharing, respon- 
sibilities for local programs 
are being returned to the 
local communities. Revenue 
sharing is supposed to take 
Over such programs as Model 
Cities — whether this is done 
or how the funds will be used 
depends on the local govern- 
ment.” 

We used to get federal 
funds to use as seed money 
to get other federal funds, 


Woote told the-audience;-but— 


this will not happen in the 
future. 

Wolfe said, “Construction 
of new houses will continue 
despite the 18-month 
moratorium on°235, 236, and 
231 D low income housing. 
The methods of financing will 
change. Money is_ still 
available but is being redirec- 
ted into different channels.” 

Wolfe added that the 
programs the federal -govern- 
ment have been funding have 
not served the purposes in- 
tended and that we (Cong. 
Devine)-go- along with the 
budget cuts made by the 
President.
